omm. Bennie Beckham 
made the motion, apd it was 
seconded by Maxwell Reeves. 
In favor of the {notion were 
Beckham, Reeves and Don 
Smith, while voting no were 
Rex Boutwell and Gilmer 
Grant. Comm. Jack Hornsby 
abstaitied from vating. 

THE ELBA CLIPPER 
attended the morning session 
of the meeting, and ough it 
did not attend the afternoon 
session, it was aware of the 
motion to be made. Comm, 
Bennie Beckham phoned THE 
ELBA CIf#PPER during the 
noon hour and stated, ‘‘I feel 
the commission has stood by 
and done nothing long enough. 
It’s time to provide some 
leadership, and I'm, going to 
make a motion t the 
commission endorse the _peti- 
tion to have one courthouse 
and jail.” 

When asked directly if this 
meant the county commission 
was going to endorse a petition 
now circulating to move the 
County Seat to Enterprise, 
Beckham replied, ‘‘No. I do 
not know where the new 
will be, and don’t 
am not advocating 
moving the County Seat out of 
Elba, I am only saying the 
commission needs to go on 
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record in favor of one court- 
house and jail at one site.”’ 
Monday’s regularly 
scheduled meeting began at 
10:00, at the Courthouse-annex 
in Ente , and one of its 
first vatiors was Enterprise 
Mayor Don Donaldson, who 
stated, ‘‘I come to represent 
the City Council, and come in a 


spirit of cooperation. I have « 


come to offer a site for a jail to 
be built to serve the Enterprise 
division of the county. We 
have a place ready to serve 
you.The land is located behind 


the Courthouse, and consists of 


'2.8 acres known as the 
Goodman

and we would like the com- 
mission to consider the site.’’ 
‘Thanks for your interest,’’ 
stated Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, ‘‘and we do appreciate 
your help in choosing a site.’

John Lester, ‘‘and this site has 
water and sewage already 
available. It already had 2 
entrances and we could easily 
add 2 more.

meeting and stated, ‘We let a 
contract for several roads to be 
resurfaced and it cost 
$270,912.32. The paving was to 
be partially funded by the 
government, and when some 
requirements on material were 
added, we had to drop some 
roads. Enterprise agreed to 
pay for paving in the City 
Limits, and while it will cost 
$29,000, the city only set aside 
$6,500. The city won't cover 
the costs, and we don’t have 
the money. We got the Federal 
funds to do rural work, and not 
work in the City Limits. This

problem is between the county 
and the city!’’ 

“IT would like to at least 
pave Industrial Bivd.,’’ said 
Comm. Beckham, ‘‘and maybe 
we could get a committment 
from Enterprise for a payment 
next year, and go ahead and 
do the work now.” =e 

“The only commitment 
would be in good faith,’’ said 
Mayor Donaldson, “and we 
can’t promise anything.’”’ 

“The shape that road is in, 
if we wait anothef year it 
would be in real bad shape,” 
said Comm, ‘Smith. ‘‘We 
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should look at making cuts 
elsewhere and go ahead and do 
the paving on Industrial 
Boulevard.’’ 

Mullins agains stated he 
needed some word on the 
matter ‘‘Today.”’ but left with- 
out receiving any word of what

Before leaving, Mullins also 
told the commission, ‘‘In 
looking over the budget I 
noticed I would run over $1000 
a month on the payroll alone! 
With the budget the way it is, 
and the salaries the way they 
are, it means only one thing- 
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Layoffs. We have 26 pieces of 
machinery, and the budget will 
mean parking some of them. If 
we don’t get more money we 
will have to maintain the dirt 
roads and try to patch the 
potholes.”’

He was told his meter 
had been changed and checked 
with an almost perfect result. 
However at his request, the 
meter will be rechecked, 
Mayor Folsom offered to

Lamar Faulk was present 
and discussed with the board 
members the exten- 
sion of the Elba water system 
to several hundred rural 
residents. Cost of the entire 
project has been estimated at 
over 3/4 million dollars. 

Faulk told ChairmanCharles 
Hayes and other Boardmem- 
wa ra ee 
e cu ers s 
up and paid the $20 deposit. 
He said the ratio was not good 
and Farmer’s Home loan 
officials wouldn't approve the 
entire project without some 
more Fo. er or without 
cutting some of the expan- 
sion. Additional people are 
needed in all of the proposed 
areas but the worst results has 
been achieved in the area 
North of Elba. 

Unless drastic results is 
received in the thirty day 
period that the board voted to 
extend the sign up, certain 
areas (including almost half of 
the Smith Avenue line exten- 
sion will be eliminated. Also in 
bad trouble is the line serving 
the Stinson-Lee Community. 

The Stinson-Lee area folks 
failed to form their own water 


system because of the high 
cost and no government money 
approved. This same thing 
could possibly happen again, 
according to Faulk, because of 
ito few users in wide areas of 
the community. 

Faulk did note that if the 
entire area wasn’t approved, 
certain areas could be included 
if the demand was high 
enough. 

While a number of signees 
are d after the project 
is underway, the 78% pre- 
sently signed up is to low to 
meet loan repayment require- 
ments. Feeling the people in 
the area really wanted the 
convience of city water, then 
utility board voted to extend 
the sign-up for one more 
month in hopes enough names 
could be obtained to complete 
the entire project as originally 
designed.

ern lady - Mrs. Lucye Marie 
Allen Capps, in whose face we 
see lines of past joys and 
sorrows, and which at the 
same time, shows an unshak- 
able serenity. 


Now, let us find out a little 
something about Miss Lucye 
and her early childhood and 
life. 


Miss Lucye was born and 
reared in Talbotton, Georgia. 
She was born May 10, 1885, 
one of eight children born to 
William Townsley Allen and 
Josephine Chapman Allen, and 
is the only surviving child of 
the eight. 


Mr. Allen fought in the 
Confederate War; he was a 
policeman in Talbotton and 
also owned a plantation there. 
His parents, Miss Lucye’s pat- 
ernal grandparents, came from 
England, via South Carolina, 
then to West Georgia, by way 
of ox cart, and from there, they 
settled in Talbotton. 


Miss Lucye’s daughter, 
Mrs. Mildred Warren, in talk- 
ing with us, told of Miss 
Lucye’s mother, Josephine 
Chapman Allen, and her exper- 
iences during the War Between 
the States. Mrs. Allen buried 
meat under the family’s home 
to prevent the Union soldiers 
from finding it, but they did 
kill all the hogs and cows 
belonging to the family. The 
soldiers also held Josephine by 
force in the front yard and 
made her watch while they 
slashed her pillows and beds,

These incidents 
occurred during a ‘‘visit’’ from 
the Union soldiers. 


Miss Lucye graduated from 
Monroe College, which is now 
called Bessie Tift College, and 
is located at Forsythe, Georgia. 
She received her degree in 
music, and taught piano for 
many years. 


She married Mr. James 
Thomas Capps, who was born 
in Brantley in the year 1882. 
His parents were Yancey 
Marion Capps and Sophonia 
Roberson Capps. Mr. Yancey 
was a prominent farmer in the 
community, and gave the land 
for the Mt. Zion Baptist 
Church, cemetery and school- 
house; the church, as we shall 
see in the next paragraph, 
played a most important part 
in the life of Miss Lucye. Mr. 
Yancey and Miss Sophonia and 
other families in the commu- 
nity were worshipping at the 
time, under a ‘‘brush arbor’, 
and Miss Sophonia said, 
“Shucks, I'm not gonna join a 
church without a roof over my 
head;’’ and perhaps this in 
part prompted Mr. Yancey to 
donate the land for the church, 
cemetery and schoolhouse. 
(The schoolhouse no longer 
exists.) 


Miss _Lucye’s brother 
moved to Glenwood from Tal- 
botton and invited her to visit 
him and his family. There was 
a revival being held at the Mt. 
Zion Baptist Church, and they 
needed an organist. She was 
volunteered, and one night, 
about the third night of the 
revival, she was playing the 
organ, and Mr. James Thomas, 
her future husband, but at the 
Capps, her future husband, 
(unknown to her at the time) 
walked in. After their mar- 
riage, he told her, ‘‘When I 
saw you playing the organ, I 
said to myself, ‘‘That’s the girl 
I’m going to marry.’’ Well, 
Miss Lucye was having similar 
thoughts at the same time, and 
when she glanced up and 
caught him looking at her, she 
thought, ‘‘That’s the man for 
me,’’ went through her mind. 
What was even more ironic, 
she was staying in his parents 
home for the duration of the 
revival, for they had asked for 
and selected a home which 
would have young people in it; 
but, due to varied circum- 
stances, she had not met this 
one son of the household, 
James Thomas. And, so, the 
happy ending of the ‘‘Revival 
Courtship’’ was that next to 
the last day of the revival, 
James Thomas and Lucye went 
to Luverne and were married 
in the year 1905S. 


This happy union lasted 55 
years and produced 10 child- 
ren, ending only with the death 
of Mr. Capps in August of 
1960. 


In the early part of their 
married life, they lived in Mt. 
Zion, Brantley, Andalusia, and 
then moved back to Mr. Zion, 
which they called home, and 
was home for them for many 
years until moving to Elba in 
1930, where they lived until 
Mr. Capps’ death. 


Mr. James Thomas Capps 
had eight brothers and sisters. 
All are now deceased with the 
exception of one brother, 
Webster Capps, who is better 
known as ‘‘Bud,’’ and makes 
his home in Luverne. 


Mr. Capps was a Baptist 
minister and farmer, and when 
they were residing in Anda- 
lusia, he worked in a packing 
house.

Mrs. Warren recalls many 
treasured memories from her 


parents’ long and happy life 
together, and we'd 
relate a few of them now. 


About her mother, (Miss 
;Lucye), Mrs. Warren said, 
‘She was a sweet mother - she 
was kind of strict. When she 
and Daddy spoke, we knew to 
mind. She was an excellent 
seamstress - she made real 
pretty, frilly dresses for us. 
She enjoyed all kinds of finger 
work, and she used to sew for 
the public a long time ago. 
She also enjoyed fishing, but 
mostly stayed around the home 
and visited with her neighbors. 


‘She was a real good cook - 
eyerybody loved to come to 
Mama Lucye and Daddy Jim’s 
house to eat. That was what 
everybody called them. Every 
Sunday at church, he’d ask 
ANY and EVERYBODY to 
come eat Sunday dinner with 
them, and as a result, Mama 
never knew how many she'd be 
feeding on Sundays! But, this 
never seemed to fluster her, 
and I can remember groaning 
tables full of food, and we 
never ran short -- everyone 
went away with a full sto- 
mach!”’ 


Mrs. Warren also said, ‘‘If 
anyone was ever sick in the 
community, Mama and/or 
Daddy were ALWAYS there to 
help out -- one would stay 
home with the children, and 
the other would stay with the 
sick one in his home; then 
they’d exchange places.”’ 


She also said this about her 
parents: (A lot of us parents 
COULD and SHOULD take 
note of this.) She said, 
“Mama and Daddy didn’t 
SEND us to Sunday School and 
Church - they WENT THEM- 
SELVES and CARRIED us!”’ 


Let’s talk about Miss 
Lucye’s children now, her 
pride and her joy, as she will 
quickly tell you. The firstborn 
child was William Yancey 
Capps, who died as a child of 
nine, with typhoid pneumonia. 


The second child, and first 
daughter, is Frances Mildred. 
She was first married to 
Aubrey Turman, a truckdriver. 
They had one son and one 
daughter. Mr. Turman was 
killed in an automobile acci- 
dent; she then married Ralph 
Warren, who was a farmer. 
(Before his retirement.) She 
and Mr. Warren had one son 
and one daughter. 


Mrs. Warren has worked in 
sewing factories in Elba (7 
years before it closed), Luverne 
(7 years), and Kinston (7 
years.)

“For us to win,’’ added 
Collins, ‘‘we’ll have to keep 
the ball on offense, and the 
longer we hold it the better off 
we'll be.’ On defense, we'll 
have to contain their great 
speed and be alert in the 
secondary. The key to the 
game is for us to keep the ball 
on offense, and be consistent 
on defense. We expect them 
to come out gunning, and we'll 
just have to be ready.”’

Release Football Statistics 


The Coffee Springs Golden 
Bears, under the direction of 
Coach Wayne Purvis, have 
finished their 1979 football 
season and have released their 
official football statistics for the 
season. 

The ‘‘Yardstick’’ reveals 
the Golden Bears made 118 
first downs, 1842 yards rush- 
ing, 1060 yards passing, for a 
total offense of 2902 yards. The 
Bears hit on S51 of 133 passes 
with 11 interceptions, punted 2 
times with a 36.5-yard average, 
and lost 13 of 22 fumbles. In 
scoring, Coffee Springs tallied 
204 points on 30 touchdowns, 1 


field goal, 1 safety and 11 
extra points. 
Individual statistics show 


that Mark Threat led all play- 
ers by scoring 52 points, fol- 
lowed: by Keith Jones - 40 
points, Greg Landingham 32 
points, David Tyler - 24 points, 
and Billy Thornton - 18 points. 

Mark Threat, a 6-1, 180 
pound sophomore, was also the 
team’s top runner, with 512 
yards on 107 carries. Keith 
Jones rushed for 455 yards on 
98 carries, while quarterback 
David Tyler added 328 yards in 
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67 carries. Billy Thornton 
gained 284 yards in 67 carries, 
and Greg Landingham added 
156 yards in only 15 carries. 

The Golden Bears’ top re- 
ceiver was Greg Landingham, 
who caught 24 passes for 440 
yards. Mark Threat caught 11 
passes for 250 yards, Billy 
Thornton caught 9 passes for 
203 yards, and Jimmy Jones 
caught 7 passes for 167 yards. 

Mike Moore was the lead- 
ing passer with 28 completions 
in 68 attempts for 556 yards, 
followed by David Tyler with 
22 completions in 61 attempts 
for 466 yards. Mark Threat hit 
on 1 of 3 passes for 38 yards, 

In return yardage, the lead- 
er was Mark Threat with 382 
yards in 24 carries, while in 
second place was Darrell 
Messer with 126 yards on 7 
returns. 

On defense, the Golden

assists, followed by Mark 
Threat (72 & 65), B. Thornton 
(S9 & 72), G. Mock (59 & 62),

(43 & 59), and G. Landingham 
(33 tackles & SO assists). 
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Elba Tigers Challenge State Champion Eufaula In 
Opening Round Of State Grid Playoffs 


The Elba Tigers, participat- 
ing in the state playoffs for the 
first time in the school's his- 
tory, journey to Eufaula tomor- 
row night for an opening round 
clash with the Eufaula Tigers, 
the defending Class 3A state 
champions. 

When asked about Eufaula, 
Elba's Coach Mack Wood stat- 
ed, ‘Boy, are they good! You 
can't always judge a team on 
film, but they remind you of 
Andalusia, They are the best 
team we'll have played this 
season,”’ 

“On offense,"’ reported 
Coach Wood, ‘‘they line up 
and run right at you. They 
have good size, and block real 
well, and they have 3 good 
running backs with good 
speed. Eufaula executes well 
and is well-coached. They run 
out of an “‘I’’ and a ‘‘Power I"’ 
and just come straight at you. 
They don’t do a lot of options 
on quick pitches; they simply 
try to run right over you. They 
won't pass a lot, but when they 
do, they’re real productive. 
Defense is their strong-suit, 

Eufaula uses a 4-4 
and a split-6, and they're 
difficult to block. They don't 
read, they just come at you. 
They have two good tackles 
and two good linebackers, and 
they love to hit. Eufaula isn’t 
that big, but it’s what they do 
that makes ‘em winners. To 
put it in simple terms, Eufaula 
is a balanced team in all 
phases of the game.”’ 

“If we play as good as we 
can, we will be competitive,"’ 
added Wood, ‘‘and we'll have 
to stay after them, because 
Eufaula is a very emotional 
team. We've got to get after 


‘em, and stay after ‘em! On 
offense, we've got to score, 
because they’re real good on 
defense. We'll have to block 
better than we ever have, and 
be ready, because they are 
quick and aggressive. We 
must have a balanced attack, 
and that makes the play calling 
very important. On defense 
we have to be consistent - we 
know they'll run right at us. 
So, we'll just have to bow up 
and get tough. We'll have to 
make big plays on defense and 
get after 'em!"’ 

‘I usually don’t like to have 
an off week,"’ said Coach 
Wood, ‘but we needed it and 
got 2 starters back. We 
worked hard for two days and 
accomplished a lot. We knew 
who we were working for and 
it did us a lot of good. The 
week off gave us a little extra 
time to practice, and helped us 
get well physically.’’

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Elba’s Michael Henne Is A Student- 


Trainer For The ''Crimson Tide”’ 


When the Alabama Crim- 
son Tide hits the field each 
Saturday in quest for another 
nationa! championship, it’s 
time for all players and 
coaches to work hard. 
ever, for the student-trainers, 
such as Elba’s Michael Henne, 
it’s time to catch your breath 
after a long morning's work. 

Henne, a freshman pre-med 
student at the University, is 
one of six student trainers, and 
recently took time out to dis- 
cuss his role with the Crimson 
Tide. 

“My work usually begins 
around 2:00," said Henne, 
“when we begin taping the 
players before practice. We 
tape up around 50 players, and 
it takes us about 45 «.inutes, 
During practice we just go out 
and watch, and there isn’t 
really much to do, After 
practice, it’s time for treatment 
for the injured players, and 
that consists of heat, ice and 
ultra sound. On game day we 
go to the motel and tape the 
players. They stay in a motel 
the night before a game 
whether we're on the road or 
at home. This gets them away 
from the noise and insures a 
nice, quiet night.’’ 

“While some trainers are 
applying tape,’’ said Henne, 


How-. 


“the rest are setting up equip- 
ment on the sidelines, such as 
oxygen and water. The differ- 
ence between a trainer and a 
manager? We (trainers) look 
after injuries, while the man- 
agers look after equipment, 
like shoes and helmets. A 
trainer puts in a lot of long 
days, usually from 2:00 to 6:30 
during the week, and from 9:00 
to 5:30 when we play at home. 
Sundays are also busy, and 
that means two treatment ses- 
sions -- from 9:00 to 11:30 and 
from 1:30 to 4:00. Being a 
trainer takes up a good bit of 
time, and it’s a lot of hard 
work; but it’s an honor to be a 
trainer at a school like Ala- 
bama.”’ 


“When I was a senior at 
Elba, the coach asked me to be 
a manager,’’ reported Henne, 
“‘and I did, and really enjoyed 
it. So, when I got to 'Bama, I 
applied to be a trainer and was 
selected, The key to being a 
good trainer is finding time to 
dedicate yourself to doing a 
good job, and working hard. I 
enjoy being a trainer and being 
a part of the team.”’ 

Being a trainer at Alabama 
has many advantages, such as 
road trips. Despite being only 


a freshman, Michael has made 
trips with the Junior Varsity to 
Oxford, Mississippi and Ft. 
Benning, Georgia, and is look- 
ing forward to a long bow! trip. 


When asked about Elba’s 
players at the University, 
Henne said, ‘Rass Wood has 
done real well in practice, and 
has a bright future. He hurt 
his ankle in a JV game, and 
had to miss a varsity game, 
but he’s well now and doing 
fine. Johnny Dyess has been 
working hard and has seen a 
lot of action in the JV games.’ 


‘We've had a lot of iniuries 
up here this season,"’ stated 
Henne, ‘but everybody is get- 
ting well.

It may seem peculiar that a newspaper 
its name from the one part of its 

business that produces no direct income 
Advertising pays a newspaper's bills 
People may buy a newspaper to read the

news, but they're just as likely to buy it to 
read the advertising. Newspapers don't 
sell news or make a direct charge for 
publishing news 

Yet news is the newspaper's reason for 
being. Without news the same publication 
is simply a shopper, service a much more 
limited function in the community, 

Newspapers are expected to be 
community leaders, to be fair and 
unbiased, and to be above being influenced 
by threats or coercion in their news 


coverage. They are expected to report 
local news in depth and to be well printed 
and attractive 

How well the community newspaper can 
do those jobs depends in a large degree on 
its economic health. It’s much easier for a 
financially successful newspaper to be 
editorially courageous. Quality often 
reflects the newspaper's health as a 
business as well 

America now has the best newspapers in 
its history. Its newspapers are financially 
healthy as a result of new technology and 
better management, 

New financial challenges loom ahead of 
America’s newspapers. The effect of those 
challenges could be to change the face of 
America’s newspapers and perhaps take 
newspapers away from large sections of 
the country 

Of particular importance is postal rates, 
Since the earliest days of the Republic. 
newspapers have been granted special 
postal rates because of the function they 
serve to keep a free people informed. 
That's rapidly changing 

Not only are ne@vspapers losing those

special rates, but there are proposals for 
newspapers to pay higher rates than other 
mail, The theory is the Post Office 
wouldn't have to deliver mail every day if 
it weren't for newspapers and other 
preferential mail, 

Urban newspapers are finding other 
ways to deliver their proudct. A drastic 
change in postal rate theory.could force all 


newspapers out of the mail, leaving large 
segments of rural populations without 
newspapers 


Other government actions also cut 
deeply into newspaper resources, OSHA 
regulations and inspections, government 
regulations affecting advertising, and a 
host of other rules and regulations seem 
aimed at making it more difficult to 
operate a newspaper successfully. 

Newspapers also find it necessary to 
spend more on court actions to keep 
sources of government information open 
and to protect news sources. New court 
rulings seem aimed at making it more 
difficult for newspapers to gather the 
news. 

Yet newspapers traditonally have had 
the job of informing the people in this 
country. Only newspapers cover the news 
in depth to give the people all the 
information they need to successfully 
govern themselves. 

Government acts that weaken the 
financial resources of newspapers are far 
from new in this country. Parliament 
taxed paper and documents in this country 
with the Stamp Act of 1765. The furor that 
followed culminated in the American 
Revolution 10 years later. 

Americans today need to be just as 
concerned about laws and regulations that 
may place impossible financial burdens on 
newspapers. An independent press must 
be successful as a _ business. Only 
government could afford to operate a 
newspaper ata loss. 

The tradition of a free American press 
can last only as long as newspapers 
remain financially successful as private 
businesses.

Max Reeves seconded the 
motion and Beckham continued 
his debate. He said he, ‘had 
no objections to locating the 
jail behind the courthouse, but 
the intent of the petition 
(petition for one courthouse) is 
to unite the county. A site on 
the North end of the county 


would show’ Elba, New 
Brockton and others that 
Enterprise was giving’ up 


something and they would also 
agree to give up someting.’’ 
He continued with ‘'] want the 
people to speak, want them to 
come in and sign the petition, 
and let us vote on it one way 
or another. If vote fails, let's 
come back here, build a jail 
and continue our dual system 
for the next one hundred 
years,”” 

Smith vted the petition 
efforts started a year ago and 
this judge (Circuit Judge 
Gamble) has given us until 
December 29th.”’ 

Sawyer noted he couldn't 
make motions but could enter 
discussion. He said, “I can 
give you several reasons we 
should look elsewhere. We 
don’t have enough room for a 
jail and sufficient parking for 
the people of the Enterprise 
division of Coffee County and 
anyone could have seen if they 
had looked at the parking lot 
during tag buying season’’. 
Sawyer also stated this location 
was for the convenience of the 
bankers and lawyers. 


The judge also said, “‘I 
have hoped for a long time we 
could have one courthouse and 
one jail for Coffee County. If 
we do it here (build jail) we 


will have two courthouses and 
two jails for the next fifty 
years.”’ 

Beckham noted that the jail 
experts recently in Coffee 
County estimated it would cost 
$150,000 (the amount currently 
Operating the entire sheriff's 
department) to maintain a jail 
according to current federal 
guidelines, 

Some local citizens were 
recoginized by the chairman 
and the last of these to speak 
was Wilbur Warren of Enter- 


prise. He state he was in favor 
of the jail in the proposed 
location and was in favor of 
two courthouses. He then 
turned to Ward and instructed 
him, “You can remove my 
name from your petition...and 
my wife's also. 

Commissioners Rex Bout- 
well, Gilmer Grant and Jack 
Hornsby didn’t enter into the 
debate but when the vote was 
taken they voted for the motion 
while Beckham cast the lone 
Opposing vote. Sawyer has 
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the corner where the electrical 
wires enter the greenhouse. 


been widely quoted as having 
said after the meeting that 
Boutwell, Grant and Hornsby 
voted for the motion to kill the 
petition to move the county 
seat. 

The Commission had earlier 
handled some details of 
moving the landfill, road 
problems and approved one 
pay raise. Immediately after 
the 5-1 vote on the jail site was 
taken, Smith moved the 
meeting adjourn and it was all 
over for the day. 
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
